News from the State House. 


STATE HOUSE, March 26—In spite 
of the hard work that has been put in 
during the past few weeks, the Legis- 
lature still has a tremendous .number 
of matters to dispose of, and the indi- 
cations are that the summer season will 
be well advanced before the énd of the 
work is reached, 

Some of the most important matters 
that the Legislature. has been called 
upon to decide are to come up, but in 
spite of the necessity for diligence in 
disposing of the minor matters, the 
House members have developed a hab- 
it of spending ntuch time in apparently 
useless debate, and in this way much 
valuable time has been lost. 

The committee on probate and insol- 
vency, of which Representative Frost 
of Lawrence is-clerk,-willtoday report 
against the anti-vivisection bill. In. the 
course of its investigations into the 
charges mace by the supporters of the 
bill, the committee paid a visit to the 
city hospital and the Institute of Tech- 
nology, Where they were given a chance 
to see the work, but they did not find 
anything to support the alegations of 
extreme cruelty that were made at the 
hearings. 

This committee will also report this 
week on the petitions for the abolition 
of the Gloucester Police Court, and the 
establishment of a district court. The 
report will undoubted:y favor the grant 
ing of the petition, which means the 
remova! of Judge Taft. 

In the consideration of this matter 
the commitee has never yet held an ex- 
ecutive session, but one will be held 
and the report filed early in the week. 
Representative Frost has been in a po- 
sition to be considered absolutely neu- 
tral but he wil probably not dissent 
from the report, and it may be said, in 
fact, that there will be no deserters, 
Representative Marshall of Rockport, 
who signed the petition asking Judge 
Taft to resign his position, will not take 
any part in thé eliberatton or decision 
of the committee.

WASHINGTON, D. C.,Feb. 17, 1900 
The Division of Forestry has selected 
Southern California as the field for an 
exhaustive series of measurements and 
investigations for the purpose of sécur- 
ing accurate knowledge of the relation 
| of forest to the run off of streams. The 
question has become an_ exceedingly 
important one in many parts* of the 
United States where lumbering is ex- 
| tensive, and has caused much diversity 
| of opinion among scientific men. After 
examining many watersheds and_  se- 
curing the advice of a number of hy- 
draulic engineers, the Division of For- 
estry has chosen the watershed which 
embraces the sources of the Mohave 
river, in the San Bernardino mountains 
as the best centre for experiments. 
The work will commence soon and 
will embrace a Comprehensive study of 
the present forest cover, considered in 
relation to the rainfall and the flood ca+ 
pacity of streams. The area selected 
contains three distinct types—the Hol- 
comb shed, a brush covered district; 
the Little Bear shed, which has been 
cenuded by lumbering; and the Deep 
Creek shed, still covered with heavy 
Virgin forest. These areas are under 
the contre] of the Arrowhgad Irrigation 
company, which has kept twenty-eight 
rain gauge stations in. operation for 
seven years, and has also measured the 
flow of the streams during that time; 
; so that the government experts will 
have much data already on hand. The 
Sil is similar on all portions, and the 
geological formation uniformly granitic 
The rainfall on the forested and logged 
off tracts is practically the same, but:is 
slightly less on the Holcom® © shed, 
which approaches desert conditions. 
It is believei that conditions are 60 
nearly similar throughout the region 
that the observations will be as instruc- 
tive as if made on the same tract be- 
fore and after lumbering. The effects 
of grazing and fires will.also be noted. 
The flood capacity of the streams will 
be made the basis of investigation. It 
is well known that, although the rain- 
fali may be less, a barren area will 
often produce greater floods 
wooded area. -This is because the wa- 
ter, unobstructed ‘by vegetable cover, 
runs off the surface rapidly and is prac- 
| ticaily wasted. A lesser total rainfall, 
if conserved by the forest. will sink into 
| the ground and flow stealily through- 
out the year. The investigations pro- 
jected will be the first, however, in this 
| country, to attempt to prove by figures 
that the flood extreme of streams is in 
| proportion to the lack of forest cover- 
ing. The results will be applicable in 
a general way to any portion of the 
country, «ad wil! be of special value to 
| all regions where ‘irigation is practises. 


The Division of Forestry has decided 
to investigate early next summer the 
extreme eastern distribution of the 
tucky Mountain trees. The informa- 
tion will ‘be for the benefit of tree plan- 
ters on the western plains, for the suc- 
| cess of planting in these regions must 
largely depend upon introducing the 
| trees Which are naturally 
them. Heretofore a 
of the trees planted upon 
have been eastern species, the effort of 
planters having been gradually to force 
the eastern species westward. There is 
reason to believe that. a number of 
| Rocky mountain .trees, accustomed to 
an arid environment, will be apt to suc- 
; ceed ‘better in the more western plains 
region than the eastern species. This 
/ is particularly. true of trees which grow

Eat Less-Meat. 

The prevailing high prices of meat 
present to the housekeeper of moderate 
or narrow income the most serious ob- 
stacle to her efforts in the direction of 
economy. Professor W: Q. Atwater, 
whose experiments relative to the nu- 
tritive value of foods are- widely known, 
suggests an easy removal of the diffi- 
culty. He asserts as a matter of scien- 
tific conclusion ‘that most people eat 
much more meat ‘than is really neces- 
sary or good for 'them. Numerous ex- 
periments conducted by him and ‘by 
other physicological chemists have 
shown that other and cheaper varieties 
of food furnish as much nutriment as 
meat. Their advice is ‘‘Buy less meat, 
and be contented with le&’s expensive 
cuts.” , 

“There are good reasons,” says Prof. 
Atwater, ‘‘why meat has formed so 
considerable part of our diet. One is 
that the leanof the meat of which the 
essential ingredient is the proteids, is 
needed for buildin~ up .the body and 
keeping it in repair. Another is ‘that 
the fat of the meat furnishes the ma- 
chine with fuel; the body must have 
material to keep it warm and to give 
it strength for its muscular and other 
work. 

“These are the physfological purposes 
of meat. The question is, ‘Can the 
Same service to the human body be p2r- 
formed by other foods?” We find that 
the proteins are supplied’ in considera- 
ble.quantities in wheat: oatmeal has 
still more, ‘and hence it is a very valu- 
able food material and beans and peas 
excel even oatmeal. The principal fuel 
ingredients® of foods ‘are fats, sugars, 
and starches,, and the greatest of these, 
taking ‘the food of the human race to- 
gether, are the starches: Fat is found 
in meat and butter, but we also get 
some of it in the oil of wheat and corn, 
Whereas starch is the chief ingredient 
of such valuable foods as wheat flour, 
corn meal, rice and potatoes. Vegetable 
foods actually contain all ‘the ingred- 
jents necessary to support human life. 
But meats, especially the leaner meats, 
have one advantage over vegetable 
foods—they are slightly more digesti- 
ble; but the difference is so small 'that 
for ordinary people in good health it 
amounts to very little. Meatts have a 
flavor which people enjoy, but the flay- 
or is of less importance, so far as the 
nutritive value of food is concerned, 
than most people suppose. I do not 
mean to say that the flavor of meat is 
not useful. The point is that its chief 
use is in gratifyng ‘the sense of taste. 
A man in good health, with good diges- 
tion, does not need it. 

“Now to come to the question of com- 
parative cost. A given amount of nu- 
triment in meat cost very much more 
than it does in flour and other vege- 
table foods. The reason for this is sim- 
ple. An acre of land will produce a 
certain amount of wheat, which may 
‘be converted directly into food for man 
or this acre will produce so much grass 
or fodder, which may be used as raw 
material for fattening a steer, The ani- 
mal requires two years of development 
more or less, before it is ready for food 
and when it is finally butchered, only 
adout 58 per cent. of its total weight is 
sold as meat’and part of that is bone. 
A given amount of nutriment in meat 
costs several times as much as it does 
in flour or other cereal products, or in 
vegetables, Twenty-five cents will buy 
say, one pound of sirloin of beef where- 
as it will buy over eight pounds of 
flour, which contains more than eight 
times as much nutriment; it will buy 
ten pounds of corn meal, which is more 
than ten times as rich in fuel and body- 
building substances; it will buy twenty 
pounds of ‘potatoes, containing at least 
eight times the nutriment of a pound of 
steak, five pounds cf beans, three and 
a half of codfish and so on. A quart 
of milk, three-quarters of a pound of 
sirloin steak, and five ounces of wheat 
contain about the same amounts of: nu- 
tritive material, whereas the prices are 
very different, the milk and the flour 
costing only a very small percentage of 
the cost of the steak. This is a fact 
which very few people realize. 

“People are inclined to make sport of 
the New England diet of codfish and 
+ potatoes, and pork ‘and beans. The cod- 
' fish supplies protein, and with the po- 
; tato, which furnishes 'the starch, makes 
a Well-balanced food. The beans fur- 
| nish-the proteins and starch, the pork 
the.fat. The Scotchman uses his diet 
; of haddie, which is fish and oatmeal, 
both of which are rich in the strengih- 
giving proteins. [I think it will be ad- 
mitted that neither the New Englander 
nor ‘the Scotchman is lacking in ‘those 
physical and intellectual qualities 
which go to make up a powerful people. 
Unknowingly, but none the less surely, 
they have selected for their diet cod- 
fish, potatoes; pork and beans, oatmeal, 
skim-milk, and the like, which physio- 
logical chemistry shows to be as digest- 
ible, wholesome, and nutritious as any- 
thing which any people can obtain, and 
they are at the same time the least ex- 


pensive food materials -that can be 
found.” 
Professor Atwater says that ‘most 


people will economize in clothing and 
rent, and even in amusements, but not 
in‘food. We have found by actual in- 
vestigation that a full half of the earn- 
ings of the American wage-worker is 
spent for food. Persons who are ex- 
ceedingly economic in the purchase of 
clothing and other expenditures co not, 
and in many instances cannot practise 
the same economy in ‘the markets. They 
frequently pay from $1 to $2 per pound 
for the pretein of the meat and other 
family foods which they use when it 
might be obtained, in forms equally 
wholesome and nutritious, for fifteen or 
fifty cents per pound. The difficulty is 
that in comparing different food ma- 
terials with respect ‘to their cheapness 
or dearness, we are ‘apt to judge them 
by the prices per pound, quart, or 
bushel, without much regard to ‘the 
amount of actual nutriment which they 
contain. We endeavour to make our 
diet suit our palates by paying high 
prices in ‘the market, rather than by 
skilful cooking and tasteful serving at 
home. We buy more than we need, 
and, what mak 3: the matter worse, it 
is frequently tlose who need most to 
save who are the most wasteful.

ELECTRICS TO READING 


Lawrence and Reading St. R. R. Com- 
pany Will Begin Construction at Once, 


Rather unexpectedly. comes the 
nouncement that before summer hei 
really set in once more, an electric road 
will have been constructed connectin 
Andover and Reading, ‘with a spur track 
joining North Reading to the main 
line. The name of the road will be the 
Lawrence & Reading St. R. R. 

On the first of July, 1896, the petition 
for the rodd was presented to the town 
and a hearing was called for the 4th of 
August. The matter was left with the 
selectmen who finally granted the fran- 
chise, reserving the customary rights of 
defranchisement, of making such changes 
as they should deem necessary and of 
the location of tracks, poles, turnouts 
and so forth. One of the tinal clauses of 
the franchise was as follows: 


“The locations hereby granted may - 
be revoked by the Board after ten 
days notice in writing, delivered to 
any principal officer of the company 
if the said company shall not have 
some portion of its line built by the 
tirst day of September, 1808.” 

“As such notice was never delivered by 
the selectmen to the company the fran: 
chise still holds good. The signers of 
the franchise were Arthur Bliss and 
Samuel H. Boutwell on Feb. 15, 1897, 

The petition asked for a location of 
tracks from the North Reading line on 
Main street, through said Main street to 
the tracks of the Lowell, Lawrenee and 
Haverhill Street Railway company and 
the petition was presented by the direc- 
tors of the company, who were: Chas, F, 
Woodward, Harley Prentiss, Edw, A, 
Carpenter, Arthur F. Upton, Chas. H. 
Spencer, Daniel C. Walton and Newton 
Jaquith. 

For the past three years nothing has 
been done in relation to building the 
road so that when it has-been made 
known that it is now an assured thing, 
people of Andover may well be some- 
what amazed. There seems to be nota 
whit of doubt that the process of con- 
struction will be under way within the 
next week or two as Col. Woodward, the 
promotor, was in town. a week or so ago 
looking over the ground and making the 
necessary preliminary arrangements. 

Ammon P. Richardson has the con- 
tract for carrying the rails from the Bos- 
ton & Maine tracks to the scene of the 
operations on the turnpike and says that 
he was told that the rails would be here 
within the next day or so. He will en- 
ploy three teams to do the work. The 
rails to be used by the new road are 30 
feet long, made by the Pennsylvania Iron 
Works of Philadelphia, Pa., and are con- 
siderably heavier than those used by the 
L. L. & H. road. Some less than a third 
of the total number, about thirty cars, 
will be shipped to Andover, nearly the 
same quantity to Reading; and a little 
more than a third to North Reading. 

A Springfield firm F. T. Ley & Co., 
railroad contractors, have the contract 
for putting in the road and it is expected 
that a gang of men will start work from 
both ends next week, and that the con- 
struction will be pushed as rapidly as 
possible until everything is finished. J. 
M. Fuller, a representative of the above 
mentioned firm will be in charge of the 
work here. 

The cars for the new road will be fur- 
nished by the Wason Car company, of 
Springfield, Mass., and are now being 
built. The order ‘includes six open ears 
of the very latest design, larger and 
better than the largest used by the Low- 
ell, Lawrence & Haverhill road. The 
closed cars will be very large vestibules 
costing, it is said, $400 more per car than 
the ordinary electric car. 

This new road will be a great benefit 
| to residents of Andover as they can now 
travel quickly and easily to Lynn, 
Woburn, Wakefield and all the towns be- 
tween here and Boston. It is probable 
that in the course of time a branch track 
will accommodate the Ballardvale people 
also. 

The contract for the poles and ties had 
not been awarded at last accounts so it 
is not yet known whether they will 
come over the road or by rail.

ABOUT BIRDS. 


Mrs. Sarah Nelson Carter's Article in a 
Contemporary. 


The bird loving readers of Mumune 
Christian Culture may enjoy a few lines 
from a letter that came to me in the 
spring from a friend of the birds in 
Florida. She writes: 

“Tam having a fight to save a. brood 
of mockers. The parent birds. had the 
temerity to build their nest in an olive 
tree by the corner of my veranda, almost 
within reach from the ground. 

Men, women and children are watch- 
ing for an opportunity to lay hands on 
these little birds. 1 wish I could invoke 


-a-flaming sword to guard that tree, so 


that l might go to sleep one night in 
peace. 

Our Ladies’ Aid society is to meet to- 
morrow and I am the worthy secretary 
of that body—but I cannot leave my 
birds. I Jhave sent word to the’ ladies, 
one Aall, that the meetings must be 
held at my house until the guardianship 
ceases. 

It did not occur to me, when we 
moved out into the suburbs, that I 
should) have to assume this kind of re- 
sponsibility, But as you say, ‘Mocking- 
birds will be captured and caged as long 
as northern people will buy them.’ I 
shall protect this brood, if possible, from 
all marauders, hoping that my birds will 
live to sing in their native groves.” 


A friend from the snow covered hills 
of New Hampshire writes: . I wish you 
could see my birds. I can almost. hear 
you say, ‘What! do you keep birds?” I 
hasten to tell you that they are God's 


furnish mea fund of enjoyment.” This 
correspondent has, indeed, a most inter- 
esting family. Every morning in winter 
she scatters crumbs on a broad shelf just 
outside a window looking toward her 
garden, and putts food in a box fastened 
toa tree near her door. er birds are 
always in sight waiting heir break- 
fast, and so ,eager te get it that the 
chickadees often light on her arm. 

A pair of red squirrels come with 
them when the snow is not too deep, and 
it is good fun to hear a blue jay scold a 
squirrel when he seems to be getting 
more than his share. The squirrel and 
the jay often have a tilt which is very 
amusing, but no harm ever comes of it. 
One beautiful red headed wood-pecker 
and several of the downies are always 
glad to help themselves from the box 
athough they have decided preference for 
a bone or a piece of meat nailed fast to 
the tree. 

Many varieties of the winter wood 
birds are represented in this charming 
family. A few English sparrows come 
over from the town when the weather 
is severe and the food scarce. They feed 
very happily with their wild cousins at 
all times when there are no snow birds 
among them. I don’t know the variety 
but call them snow birds because they 
come after a heavy fall of snow. Their 
first business is always to drive the 
sparrows from the festive board. The 
sparrows quietly submit, evidently 
thinking it wiser to save bloodshed in 
the beginning than to pit their forces 
against the stronger power. Their pa- 
tient waiting might suggest that they 
knew that a side table would be provided 
for them by the good friend who watches 
them at the window, Here is an object 
lesson: in nature work and bird study 
well worth the attention of those who 
keep little wild things in captivity tor 
the purpose of “observing them.”

GIRLS IN DRUG STORES. 


From the Washington Evening Star. 

“There-is a field for girls in the drug 
business,”” remarked a Fourteenth 
street druggist, ‘as there is constantly 
increasing demand for their services, I 
could employ two myself if I could se- 
cure them, and I know of several drug- 
gists who are in the same position. For 
some reason which I cannot understand 
there hasbeen but little opportunity 
for girls to learn the drug business un- 
til the past five or six years. Our ex- 
perience with them as far’as we could 
secure them, has been exceedingly sat- 
isfactory. 

“Though the law and medical colleges 
opened their doors to young women, 
some years ago, the colleges of pharma- 
cy held out against them and the only 
way by which a girl could learn phar- 
macy was to get employment in a drug 
store. Young women have been for 
some years employed in many drug 
stores as cashiers and as soda water 
clerks, but somehow they are never al- 
lowed to learn the art of compounding 
prescriptions. A few of the homoeo- 
pathic pharmacies broke the ice and in- 
structed women to compound their med 
icines, and with this knowledge of the 
business as a starter many were in- 
stalled in the drug stores. They proved 
themselves to be excellent prescription 
clerks, and there are many physcians 
who would rather have them compound 
their prescriptions than men. Of course 
it is not possible for a girl to learn the 
drug business unless she has a substan- 
tial education and a taste for it. It rep- 
resents a greater amount of work and 
many more hours in a day and every 
day in the week than almost any other 
calling. A fundamental knowledge of 
Latin is necessary but after one gets 


into the inside of the business, it will | 


be found that there is more everyday 
English in it than Latin. 

“As far as compensation is concerned 
though the salary paid to learners is 
small, after a young woman is compe- 
tent enough to be registered as a phar- 
macist, which under the law is neces- 
sary for all who compound _ prescrip- 
tions and. prepare medicnes, it will be 
found that-the salaries paid are some- 
what higher than-those paid to the av- 
erage store clerk. The only difficulty in 
the matter is that it means long hours 
every day, and like preachers we have 
to work on Sundays.
